THE CHANGE, 
MEHEMETS DOWNFALL.

by the announcement from Constantinople 
that Suleiman Pasha has been appointed 
Commander-in-Chief in place of Mehemet 
Ali Pasha—not that it is surprising that 
Mehemet should be superseded. His 
whole course since his appointment has 
displayed extraordinary inefficiency, as I 
have frequently pointed out in these dis- 
patches. His lethargy at Shumla, his feeble 
advance against the army of the Czarowitch, 
and especially his failure to take advantage 
of the weakness of the enemy after the seo- 
ond Plevna defeat, were all and each enough 
te show to lookerson his incapacity 
for the responsible office of Com 
mander-in-Chief. Undoubtedly his latest 
and most astonishing freak, the voluntary 
retreat from his position on the Lom, has 
been the final cause of his official behead: 
ing. It is not so strange that he should be 
suspended as 
THAT HIS SUCCESSOR SHOULD BE SULEIMAN 

PASHA. 


In the scale of merit Osman Pasha ranks 
far higher than any other Turkish officer, 
and that he has not received the appoint- 
ment is certainly the most surprising feat- 
ure of the whole affair. 

Pending the arrival of the new leader, the 
army at Shumla is quiescent in its intrench- 
ment on the Kara Lom, and the troops in 
Shipka Pass, now to be directed by Raouf 
Pasha, seem making preparations for pass- 
ing the winter in the Balkans, as they have 
built huts and organized a permanent vamp. 

ON THE RUSSIAN SIDE 

Gen. Todleben has arrived in front of 
Plevna. The army of the Ozarowiteh has fol- 
lowed up the retreat of Mehemet Ali, and its 
advanced guard has been felt in some skir- 
mishes near Popkoi. The Eighth Army 
Corps, under Gen. Radetzky, holds firmly 
Fort St. Nicholas and adjacent fortifications, 
and seems as resolutely determined as its op- 
ponents not to yield the passage across the 
mountains, 


ASIA MINOR. 
A BIG SATTLE IN PROGRESS. 

KARAJAL, Wednesday, Oct. 3.—A general 
attack was made on Mukhtar Pasha’s whole 
line this morning. Gen. Melikoff was in com- 
mand, under orders of the Grand Duke Michael. 
The key of Mukhtar’s position, which was 
defended by only a single battalion, was at- 
tacked on three sides and captured. The bat- 
talion was annihilated. The Turks tried to re 
capture this point, but were repulsed. Further 
progress of the Russians was insignificant, but 
hopes are entertained of cutting off Mukhtar 
from Kars. The Russians bivouacked on the 
conquered positions. Fighting is sure to re 
commence early to-morrow. About 1,500 
Russians were killed and wounded. The Turks 
were misled by their spies, and only expected to 
be attacked on their flanks. 

CONSTANTINOPLE, Oct. 3.—Official intelli- 
gence received here states that Mukhtar Pasha 
was on Tuesday engaged in a great battle near 
Alexahdropo!l. When the telegram was dis- 
patched the Turks appeared to be winning. 


ARMY NEWS. 
AROUND PLEVNA. 
BUCHAREST, Oct. 3.—Greater activity is ob- 


servabie before Plevna since Monday. The re 


serve and reinforcements have arrived, and it is 
thought probable that operations will commence 
efi ly next week. 

A Russian official dispatch dated before Plev- 
na states that on Monday and Tuesday Grand 
Duke Nicholas, Prince Charles of Roumania, 
and Gen. Todleben inspected the Russian and 
Roumanian positions. All the Russian and Rou- 
manian works are well advanced.

FALSE ESTIMATES. 

A writer at Bucharest speaks of the mysteri- 
ous disappearance of the Russian brigades. Ke- 
inforcements cross the Danube and are swallow- 
edupasif by an enchanted land. And this 
writer says: 

I do not believe that more than two-thirds, per- 
haps not more than one-half, of the number of 
Russian troops represented by their paper esti- 
mates have actually crossed the river into Bulgaria. 
They appear to reckon their forces by the number 
of regiments in the field, and not by the actual 
number of men in those fegiments. Consequently

PLEVNA. 


AN ACCOUNT FROM THE TURKISH SIDB. 
Correspondence London felegraph. 

Sopuia, Sept. 17.—On Tuesday, Sept. 11, the 
long-expected grand attack was made. At mid- 
day, great masses of Russians were seen de- 
scendin the slopes near the Loftcha road, ex- 
actly above the Town of Plevna, and approach- 
ing the hill which forme the third line of the 
Ottoman detense facing northward. Osman 
Pasha was ready for the assault. Without any 


doubts were manned, and the trenches on either 
side occupied with troops, while reserves were 
dis posed in the best positions for assisting the 
defense wherever it might prove weakest. On 
the southern side the task which the enemy had 
before him was to take,fhree redoubts crowning 
the top of a high ridge. On the northern side 
the work cut out was to storm another high 
ridge similarly deicuded by five redoubts, also 
connected by intrench . 

Iwul describe the Loftcha attack first. As 
soon as the movement began I went to the top 
of the ridge, and saw the Russians advancing in 
heavy masses of close column of battalions. 
The Turks, held in peffect discipline, reserved 
their fire till the leading masses of the foe drew 
near enough for it to tel with deadliest effect. 
Then opened above the heads of the defenders 
in the trenches a more than ever terrific cannon- 
ade, under which the Rüssiaus were seen to des- 
peratcly quicken their step, advancing in open 
order, while their men Were falling singly and 
in groups all over the fiery field. Now aiso 
quickened the dreadfuf roll of the Turkish in- 
fantry fire, bursting forth from the redoubts 
and intrenchments, to which the Russians could 
make but a scattered meply, hurrying as they 
were up-hill, While these volleys swept back- 
wards and forwards all along the trenches, the 
assailants went down by hundreds; but as fast 
as the advaned files thug§ melted away swarms 
of fresh men could be séen up from the

Meanwhile the attack on the northern side of 
Osman Pasha’s great stronghold was developing 
itself. About3o’clock in the afternoon Adil 
Pasha’s preparations for resistance there had 
been pretty well completed. The tripled demi- 
lunes guarding the hills had been filled to their 
utmost ible capacity with ranks of concealed 
men; a double quantity of cartriages had been 
served out to every suldier; and the batteries 
above were all lavishly replenished with ammu- 
nition. The enemy now came on. He was 

tly exposed during his of the hol- 
ows to the Ottoman shell fire, which from the 
first was ＋ costing. his advance dearly. I 
judge that the Russo-Roumanians drew nigh to 
us here in amass of men about equal to those 
directed against our other side. Leading the 
way were clearly two whole regiments, each of 
three battalions; but these, unlike the others, 
did not spread themselves in a swarm, 
but advanced in long lines, taking every advan- 
tage that was possible of the dips and slopes of 
the ground. In this order they were able to 
maintain from time to time a heavy and regular 
fire on the trenches and redoubts, to which the 
Turks replied vigorously, suffering, however, 
meanwhile from the enemy’s distant artillery, 
which very persistently shelled their batteries, 
and the infantry m the trenches as well, with 
a somewhat trying accuracy. In this manner 
the Russians gradually advanced, keeping their 
order, till shortly before 4 o’clock the word 
was 5 given them all of a sudden to 
make a grand rush upon the trenches. It was a 
splendid and thrilling, but most terrible, sigtit 
to see the long lines topping the brow and 
breaking into the critical impulse of the ch 
As the Russians thus accelerated their pace the 
Turks in the trenches opened upon them a per- 
fectly consuming fire from their rifies, loading 
and discharging with the most extraordinary 
and im»assive coolness, the eflect of which was 
to literally wipe away line after line of those 
doomed Musvovites as they successively ap- 
peared upon the ridge of the hill. No sight, I 
think, was ever seen before like this in warfare. 
It was the fearful triumph of the breevh-load- 
ing arm of precision. Each successive Russian 
battalion, as it bravely crowned that fatal pla- 
teau, was mown down by the deadly fire as 
ridges of wheat go prone to the earth before 
reapers. Again and again it seemed that scarce- 
ly a single map stood up alive after the thunder 
and li ining of one of these tempests of bul 
lets. The Turkish officers, r with a 
calmness worthy of the cool and sturdy stuff 
that they commanded, directed their men to 
load and fire as steadily as possible, and to hold 
the muzzies of their rifles low down at the 
waistbelts of their foe. 

Nevertheless, though the leading Russian files 
thus faded away from the front of the Turkish 
trenches, the same tacties of reinforcements 
were being pursued; and, augmented by ever 
fresh bodies of men, another and another at- 
tack was delivered onthe northern face. The 
results were always exactly the same. The 
devotion ordesperation of the enemy could not 
carry him past the edge of those clouds of 
smoke curling in lighted wreaths from the 
trenches; and the moment came here also when. 
the Turks, witha loud cry of victory, dashed 
outside their cover and furiously swept the 
remnants of their enemy from the hill, scarcely 
numbering now more than afew hundreds of 
survivors. I estimate, from some experience 
of battlefields, the dead and wounded that lay 
around Plevna after all this bloody work at 
between 6,000 and 7,000. The Turks brought 
back nine prisovers to the redoubts, who told 
us that there were battalions among those of 
their side which charged first which had not a 
dozen men saved alive. 

After this exciting business there came — ew 
the scene of battle for some time a period of 
comparative peace, interrupted only by sullen 
.cannon-firing. This lasted fora certain inter- 
val, when by-and-by news was brought to the 
outlook, where Osman Pasha watched the whole 
war-like scene, that the Russians were advanc- 
ing yet agalu ov the Lottcha side. Once more, 
therefore, the trenches were silently filled up 
on the threatened face, and this time the as- 
sault of the Russians provod. if possible, more 
than ever furious, and was supported in greater 
numbers than before. A flank attack on the 
western side of the ridge was, moreover, com- 
bined with the movement, the object being to 
seize some Outlying redoubts, which were the 
weakest part of our position, because the ap- 
pruaches to them were covered for some distance 
by a low scrub. This of the ground had 
been intrusted to Bashi-Bazouks, whiie the 
Turkish regulars manned the redoubts 
and intrenchments beyond. ‘The Russians 
apparently moved up a whole division for this 

toftheir effort, advancing rapidly on the 

ront and flanks of the outlying redoubts. They | 

were met, as heretofore, by a heavy shell fire/ 
from our batteries and a well-sustained storm of 
rifle-bullets from the pits; and, although some 
of Osman’s troops engaged were now grievous- 
lv faticued, the attack upon the front of the 
trenches was again and again repulsed with fear- 
ful slaughter, the Turks cheering loudly as the 
evening slowly fell. Suddenly the Bashi-Ba- 
zouks, being unexpectedly assailed. fled ina 
panic, leaving the important point they held in 
the hands of the Russians, who, pouring after 
them in enormous numbers, rushed upon and 
into the redoubts higher up, which the Turks, 
half surprised, were unable to deny to them, 
aud consequently retired, or fell, fighting hand 
to band, the enemy swarming in and extending 
his temporary advantage afterwards to the pos 
session of two other redoubts, which were se 
and filled with his men. 

As night fell there prevailed no inconsiderable 
alarm amongst the townspeople ot Plevna, since 
our foe was now in apparently strong occupa- 
tion of a hill not 300 yards distant from its out- 
skirts. All night long a desultory struggle 
went on—the one side to maintain, and the 
other to disiodge; but darkness limited these 
efforts. Wednesday morning dawned and 
found the Turkish commander gloomy and tacti- 
turn, but wrathfully determined to recover the 
compromised points of his defense. Orders 
were given by Osman to Emin and Thahir 
Pashas to attack the lost hillock with twenty 
battalions. The fight began with the very first 
clear streaks of light in the sky, the Russians 
resisting all the more desperately because 
during the night they had managed to throw up 
rough ramparts of earth in reverse of our cap- 
tured ition. The Turks, nevertheless, 
gradually recovered line after line of the in- 
trenchments, till at midday they were well 
lodged near the top of the eminence, the Rus- 
siaus still holding its wooded shoulder and also 
the redoubts on the ridges, in which spots the 
headquarter camp and other neighboring bat- 
teries fiercely shelled them with a precision 
costing them terrible sacrifices.

for their removal. There is nothing unconsti- 
tutional in that. The President might say that 
if any man got drunk habitually it would be 
deemed a cause of removal; and it would be no 
argument for that man to say that he did not 
get drunk in the hours of his business; because 
the President would very properly reply that it 
was a habit which necessarily deteriorated his 
efficiency. The purpose of the President's 
order was that honesty and fidelity should gov- 
erp the tenure of office, as Republican conven- 
tions have now for years declared. I say, there- 
fore, that the President is not only taking a per- 
fectly constitutional course, but he is taking a 
course that the Republican party bas intrusted 
to his discretion.”

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Practical Beginning of the Trial of 


the Ring Commissioners. 


An Interminable Discussion Over the 
Production of Forsythe’s Books. 


The Case Against That Person 
Finally Nolle Prossed. 


The trial of County Commissioners Me- 
Caffrey and Carroll, ex-Commissioner John- 
son, Conttactor Sweetzer and Carpenter, 
Forsythe & Cos shipping clerk, under 
an indictment eharging them with on- 
spiracy to rob Cook County, began in the 
Criminal Court yesterday morning, but the day 
was given up mainly to arguments, and little 
real progress was made. The battle between 


the prosecution and the defense is a bitter one, 


and promises to last a long time,—at least ten 
days. The attendance was about the same as 
on previous days, and there; seems to be 
considerable interest in the case. 

State’s Attorney Mille opened for the prose- 
cution. He said to the jury that several days 
had been occupied in getting them together. 
Unusual pains had been taken to geta jury of 
fair, impartial, and intelligent men who would 
protect the community not only from crimes of 
the common sort, but from crimes of greater 
magnitude, committed by men belonging to the 
higher walks of life—men in social and political 
station—in whom the people had had confidence. 
He believed that the community looked upon 
the jury as genuine, true, and fearless men,— 
men who, having formed a conclusion, would not 
be afraid to speak it; and he ventured the 
prophecy that the people would be satisfied 
with their verdict. He believed that they 
would be convinced by the evidence beyond any 
possibility ofa doubt of a reasonable character 
that the accused were guilty. The ease was a 
very important one, involving not simple lar- 


ceny, but larceny of almost unlimited charac- 


ter, and of such a dangerous kind that it was 
almost 
IMPOSSIBLE TO PUNISH THE CRIME. 

The indictment alleged a conspiracy on the 
part of McCaffrey, Johnson, Carroll, Sweetzer, 
Carpenter, O'Donnell, Periolat, and Kimberley 
to defraud the County of Cook ont of large 
quantities of merchandise,—groceries, dry 
goods, meats, lard, etc. Periolat had taken 
a change of venue, and Kimberley was not 
on trial. Carroll and McCaffrey were now 
members of the County Board. The Poor- 
House and Insane Asylum were under the con- 
trol of Kimberley, he having been appointed by 
the Board. It was his duty to sce that the pau- 
pers and insane people were properly cared for. 
The supplies were furnished by contractors. When 
Kimberley Wanted anything he made out a req- 
uisition, and it went to the Committee on Pub- 
lic Charities, of which John McCaffrey was 
Chairman. They had power to cut down or 
raise the quanéities called for. When it was re- 

orted back tothe Board final action was taken. 

he requisition being approved, a copy was 
handed to Kimberley. It would appear in evi- 
dence that among the other contractors were 
Periolat,James Forsythe & Co., Hogan, Christoph, 
Carpenter and Beardsley, all employes or mem- 
bers of the firm of Forsythe & Co. 
had these men contracts for the articles dealt in 
by that firm, but for hats and ns bedding, 
furniture,—everything needed by the people at 
the Poor-House and Insane Asylum. The prose- 
cution would probably not be allowed to go into 
the question of how the contracts were ob- 
tained, or to account, in a truthful way, for all 
the contracts being absorbed by a little coterie 
of men ina store on South Water street, how- 
ever singular, and peculiar, and suggestive that 
fact might seem. Kimberley took the requisition 
to the store and handedit to Periolat, the main 
man in the establishment. He did not 
fill the order, but, instead of sending all that 
was called for, held backalarge part of the 
goods. All, however, were charged for, and 
the bill, although false and fraudulent, was ap- 
proved by the County Board and ordered to be 
paid, and thus was the Treasury robbed. No 
72 were asked in the Board. Forsythe 

Co. kept an account of the profit on the 
Coods held back, not a regular ledger account, 
but a memorandum, ysbowi their dealings 
with Kimberley, called che K“ account. Be- 
fore the. contracts were let, no member of the 
County Board had any dealings with the firm, 
but during their pendency different Commis- 
sioners began to know Forsythe & Co. That 
store became their headquarters. But subse- 
quently an institution was established on Dear- 
born street—a clulroom—under the auspices 
of Periolat, and it became 

THEIR PLACE OF RESORT. 

And they procured supplies for their families 
from Forsythe & Co. Were the bills paic? it 
might appear in evidence that at the time a 
Grand Jury began an investigation certain Com- 
missioners hurried down and paid their ac- 
counts. The reason was very clear. Though 
the accounts were balanced; and nc charges ac- 
tually remained against them ow the books, yet 
they were balanced by being charged against 
the K account. The money was never actu- 
ally paid. In this lay the conspiracy: The goods 
held back from the county were credited to the 
K“ account, and the goods obtained by the 
Commissioners were charged to them but were 
paid for by the K account. The 
question arose, Why shonld these men 
obtain supplies from contractors without pay- 
ing forthem? Why were these large amounts 
distributed among them, for they received not 
only goods but money? Although the cash 
was not charged in their individual accounts, it 
was credited in the K“ account. It would be 
shown that one of the defendants received a 
package of $500. As to the manner of proving 
these facta, most of the evidence would be cir- 
cumstantial; but there would also be the full, 
complete, and explaining confessions of two of 
the conspirators,—Kimberley aud Carpenter. 

Referring to the contract of O’Donnell, Mr. 
Mills said Sweetzer was a sub-contracter under 
him, and shared with him the secrets of the 
conspiracy, Whose existence he had confessed. 
These men were making no money on meat at 
5 cents a ound, and wanted an in- 
crease. The Board did not desire to 
make a new contract, so it was 
arranged that they should bold back certain 
quantities of meat, so that for what was actu- 
ally furnished they should practically get seyen 
cents a pound. 

Attention was then called to the claim which 
would be made by the defense.—that Kimberley 
had told two stories. It was a fact. But he 
had told the true story of the conspiracy and 
unfolded the whote nefarious business, and what 
he would say tothe jury would present every 
appearance of truth and candor. His was no 
made-up story. He would be surrounded by 
innumerable corroborating circumstances which, 
with his statement, would make a whole that 
never could be overthrown by sarcasm or the 
attacks that might be made upon him. 

In conclusion, the State’s Attorney asked the 
jury to look at the case as honest men, to con- 
sider all the facts, and decide it as they would 
one of the questions in daily life, according to 
their best judgment. 

TO WORK. 

Counsel for defense, after consultation, waived 
their opening. 

State's Attorney Mills said that on the 25th 
of September a subpœna duces tecum had been 
served on James Forsythe, commanding him to 
bring into court certain books, especially that 
containing the K “ account. Mr. Forsythe 
was present but the books were not, and Mr. 
Mills asked for an order requiring bim to bring 
in the books at once, as they were most essen- 
tial to the prosecution. 

The Court inguired if the counsel represented 
Mr. Forsythe. 

Mr. Sidney Smith replied that they all did. 

The Court desired to know what they had to 
* re the application. 

r. Smith said that the Court could see that 
one of the elements upon which the prosecu- 
tion claimed to make out the crime charged was 
the transactions of Forsythe & Co., and, more- 
over, that they expected to make material use 
of the firm’s books. Forsythe was one of the 
defendants. 

State’s Attorney Mills— In this case? 

Mr. Smith went on to say that Forsythe 
was one of the deiendants in two of five 
indictments alleging conspiracy. He had 
taken counsel, and had been advised, after a 
full examination of authorities, that be was not 
bound to produce his books, and therefore de- 
clined to produce them on the elementary prin- 
ciple that no man was bound to accuse himself. 
He (Forsythe) took the position without refer- 
ence to the fact that he had been indicted, be- 
cause it was not necessary that he should be 


‘indicted for an offense in order to put himself 


under the privilege. It was sufficient to say 
that the books might form a link in the chain 
of circumstances tending to criminate him and 
the other members of the firm. There was an 
abundance of authorities on the point.

That auestion 
could not possibly come up until the books 
were offered in evidence. And then there must 
be something else to exclude them, or such por- 
tions of them as the prosecution desired to use, 
than the mere statement of the counsel that 
they would criminate the witness who was ex- 
amined concerning them. What was wanted 
was the books in obedience to the subpoena. 
They would be offered in evidence in proper 
shape and ip legitimate season, When they 
were ered, Forsythe must show to. the 
satisfaction of the Court that their admission 
would tend either to dis or criminate him. 
If his Honor desired autiorities on this branch 
of the application a little time would be required 
to pro‘luce them.

Mr. Mills notified the defense of three addi- 
tional witnesses, whose names were not on the 
indictment,—Georve Buckley, J. W. Doan, and 
J. W. Sheahan. 

Mr. Reed conceded that, although the statute 

uired the prosecution to indorse on the back 
of the indictment all the names of witnesses, 
under the construction of the Supreme Court, 
it was settled that others might be called; but 
it had never been held that that might be done 
after the jury had been impaneled and the 
opening statement made, when the witnesses 
were known to the prosecution prior to that 
time. It had only been done to his knowledge 
once or twice in twelve years, and then because 
something was discovered in the court-room 
alter trial had begun. 

The objection of the defense was overruled, 
and exception taker. 

Upon reassembling at 1 o’elock, State's-At- 
torney Mills submitted that the only question 
involved was whether the subpœna should be 


duce the books as evidence was one that might 
arise hereafter. 
THE COURT ASKED 

if any point was made as to the question wheth- 
er the books ought to be brought into court. 
He supposed Mr. Forsythe wouldn’t care wheth- 
er the books were in his Louse or in court, as 
long as the prosecution could not see them. 
The question as to whether the prosecution had 
a right to see the books before going further 
was avery different one. 

State’s-Attorney Mills desired the books 
brought into court, and quoted an authority to 
show that a subpcena duces tecum was compul- 


sory. 

Mr. Smith did not dispute that. 

Mr. Mills said the subpœus should be obeyed. 

The Court underst the position of the de- 
tens to be that they could not be compelled to 
let the prosecution see the books. The question 
was whether they had a right to see them. 

Mr. Mills remarked that he did not advance 
that question now. 

The Court said that Forsythe was not obliged 
to bring thé books in if the prosecution had no 
right to see them: He had no right to make an 
order to bring them in merely because the 

yrosecution had issued a subpœna for them. 

he prosecution could not compel the defense 
todo something which clearly the prosecution 
had no fight to insist upon. 

Mr. Storrs then proposed to put Forsythe on 
the stand and have a witness. 

Mr. Smith said the books had been placed in 
the hands of his attorneys. 

Mr. Reed remarked that they were in his 
vault. 

JAMES PORSYTHE 

was then called and sworn: lam doing noth- 
ing now. In 1874, 75, and 76 I was in the 
wholesale grocery business. My store was at 
No. 97 and 99 South Water street. The firm 
was James Forsythe & Co. Periolat was with 
me for several years. Andrew Hogan, I think, 
wasinmyemploy. He was a porter. That was 
in 1874, 75, and 76. 1 know William Christoph. 
He was in my employ as a kind of collector and 
bill clerk. Charles H. Carpenter was my ship- 
ping and receiving clerk. Beardsley was my 
cashier and booakeeper. I do not know that a 
man named Creary was in my employ. During 
those years we dealt in groceries, not in 
hats end caps, bedding, or furniture. The 
second bookkeeper was John McClevy. Chris- 
toph kept them awhile; so did my son. I 
knew Carroll several years ago. I did rot know 
Johnson until | came into court. My books, I 

resume, are now in the bands of mv attorneys. 

sent them to them about a week ago—about 
the time the subpoena duces tecum was served 
on me; it might have been after it was served. 
I do not know What books they were. The 
books were produced before the Grand Jury by 
Beardsley. Ido not know their contents—not 
all of them—but do perhaps of portions. I do 
not recollect whetber there was an aecount 
with Johnson. 

Q.—Did you ever see the “A” account. 
A.—Il decline to answer. 

Q.—On what grouni? A.—On thé ground 
that they are my books, and might criminate 
myself. 

. — Did you have any part in m the so- 
called K account f A.—I did not. there 
was such an account. 

Witness also declined to answer the folowing 
questions on the ground mentioned: 

Q.—Did you have anything to do with that 
account! Did youn know anything about it at 
the time it was being made? Did you ever see 
the account! Who kept that account! 

Q.—Were you before the Grand Jury? A.— 
Yes, sir. 

.- Were you promised immunity as a foun- 
dation upon which your testimony was based? 
A.— The first time. 

.- Were you before the Grand Jury more 
than once? A.—Yes, sir. 

Q.—Did you testify on the second occasion 
under that promise of immunity! A.—I didn’t 
suppose another was necessary. I supposed it 
held over. 

Q. You were promised immunity from prose- 
cution on account of this conspiracy! A.— es, 
sir. 

Q.—Who made ＋ that promise? A.—Mr. 
Reed knows as well as I do. He was Prosetut- 
ing-Attorney. Tye Judge, I believe. 

().—Were you not sworn on the trial! A.—I 
don’t remember being sworn. 

Q.—Did you testify before the Grand Jury? 
Objected to. 

MR. STOORS THEN OFFERED 
in evidence the order of the Court granting 
immunity to Forsythe as a condition of his tes- 
tifying. , 

Mr. Reed urged that no law authorized such 
an order to be made or allowed it to be entered 
in relation to a case such as the one pending. 
Therefore the evidence was inrmaterial. 

The Court was about to give a decision, when 
Mr. Storrs stated that he desired to present the 
questiog squarely without reference to the 
statute In relation to bribery, under which the 
immunity was granted. He insisted that the 
prosecution had now the right to call not only 
from the witness for the production of the books 
and papers which he had been subpcnaed to 
produce, but aiso to demand from him a state- 
ment of every ſact relating to the subject-mat- 
ter of the indictment. The proposition was not 
founded upon the bribery section of the statute, 
and had no earthly relation to it, and he did not 
claim that the proposition derived any force 
from it, although it might by asort of side 
light. The witness, if he was to be privileged 
from answering at all, was to be privileged from 
answering necessarily on the ground (because 
that was the ground upon which he had placed 
it) that the answers might, or might tend to, 
criminate himself with reference to the particu- 
lar matters about which he was questioned. If 
the answers of the witness could by any possi- 
bility eriminate him, the objection went for 
nothing, and the witness should be compelled 
totestify. In the absence of any statute what- 
ever upon the subject, there resided in all 
courts, by the common law, power to throw a 
shietd of immunity over parties to a crime, and 
when given to a witness he could 


NOT POSSIBLY CRIMINATE HIMSELF 
because he was shielded from the conse 
of the crime concerning which he testified. 

Mr. Swett—Can you make a man a witness by 
promising him immunity? 

Mr. Storrs—Certainly. 

Mr. Reed—Where a man is not willing? 

Mr. Storrs—Yes, if promised immuntty by 
the proper authorities he can be compelled to 
testify. It had beensoheid. He claimed that 
the prosecution had aright to prove that For- 
sythe was required to testify and did testify be- 
fore the Grand Jury concerning the very mat- 
ters upon which be was now interrogated, and 
that the order released him from all liability 
aml brought him directly within the rule lai 
down in Greenleaf, that, if testimony could not 
be used against the witness, he was not privi- 
leged.

r. Swett contended that the effect of the 
order was to protect the witness in the Grand 
Jury room, and, having protected him for his 
testimony there, it became functus officio. The 
present was a new proceeding. Could the 
order there protect Forsythe here? 

Mr. Storrs, in reply, said no effort would be 
made to convict Forsythe under any statement 
he might make in court, or under any statement 
which he had made before the GrandJury. The 
question was, having been indicted for conspir- 
acy instead of bribery, whether any court could 
punish him on account of any matters concern- 
ing which he had testified in that investigation? 
Could the plea of privilege be interposed? the 
plea being that the testimonv called for from 
him would tend to criminate him, when he had 
been by an order of the Court, under a statute, 
absolutely relieved from any prosecution con- 
cerning the matter upon which he was 
called to testify? He Aaimed not. It it were a 
fact that it would be impossible to prosecute 
and punish Forsythe for conspiracy, the single 
question remained, Could the plea of 2 
be inte Mr. Storrs then devoted a little 
time to the point as to whether immunity was a 
perfect plea against all prosecution! asse 
that it was, and suppo his position wi 
authorities. 

The Court did not think, under the 
statute, it would do for the people to call For- 
svthe as a witness, get that order entered, and 
then call upon him for information, and require 
him to produce his books, which might furnish 
evidence in the bribery matter and perhaps in 
other matters that : 

MIGHT CRIMINATE HIMSELF. 

The prosecution insist upon the books being 
produced to obtain evidence as to the bribery 
matter; he produces them, and then they take 
those books and, on the strength of them and 
other matters in connection therewith which 
. may have, they indict him for conspiracy 
with other persons?! He did not believe the 
prosecution could ever convict Forsythe of con- 
spiracy, if it appeared clearly that they used 
that statute and that order of the Court asa 
means to get from him information, documen- 
tary or otherwise, in support of a charge of con- 
spiracy, although they might, not have the idea 
of conspiracy in mind or habe known what evi- 
dence they might get from the books. It 
would be a fraud and an _ injustice. There 
should be no doubt about his exemp- 
tion. The fact that he bad been 
indicted indicated that the prosecuting officer 
did not think he was exempt by reason of any- 
thing he had said before the Grand Jury. If he 
were called before the Grand Jury and testified ° 
upon subjects which the prosecution now sought 
to question him, and by reason of his testimony 
was exempt from punishment, he should never 
have been indicted. If he allowed the exemp- 
tion of Forsythe, he wanted it to appear clearly 
that he had been so exempted before the Grand 
Jury that he could not be punished in reference 
to the matter which was now in guestion. 
Whether the prosecution had a right to prove 
that by himseli was questionable. 

Mr. Storrs. said there was no difficulty about 
making the props and be did not care to press 
Forsythe. His indictment was clearly wrong, 
and a nolle ought to be entered.

Mr. Storrs said that Forsythe was entitled to 
all the benefits which the order of immunity 
gave him.

JOHN COMISKEY 

was then put on the stand and testified as fol- 
lows: Am Deputy County Clerk, and keep the 
records of the County Board. [He produced 
them.] Since December, 1874, Carroll, Johnson, 
and McCaffrey have been members of the Com- 
mittee on Public Cnarities. Carroll and Me- 
Caffrey are members of it now. 

The State’s Attorney offered in evidence the 
contracts between the county and Periolat, Car- 
penter, Hagan, MeClevey, Christoph, Crarey, 
and O'Donnell for groceries, meat, bed- 


ding, etc. 

e signatures on the documents, except 
those of Carpenter, were identified by Jerome 
G. Beardsley. 

The defense objected to them on the ground 
of immateriality, but the Court admitted them, 
they being referred to in the bill of particulars, 
and Mr. Storrs promising to prove that supplies 
were furnished by the parties under them. 

Mr. Mills then proposed to offer in evidence 
an armful of requisitions for various articles, 
and asked the defense to admit them without 
proving each one. But the other side 
wouldn’t consent,“ so they were held in abey- 


ance. 
It will take nearly a day to go through this 
pile of papers. 
There being no witnesses on hand who could 
be examined at this stage, the court, at 4 
o’clock, adjourned until this morning.

It is almost with a selfish feeling of satis- 
faction that we note the discovery of a sys- 
tem of fraud in the administration of one of 
the great railways of England, for it is an 
indication that the crime of betraying trusts 
is not distinctively American, and cannot 
properly be charged as a natural result of 
popular government. The frauds in the 
Midland Railroad consist of the use of the 
Company's money for the private gain and 
speculation of the officers, and they consti- 
tute a variety of the same class of frauds 
whereby the Government, States, municipal 
corporations, and private stockholders 
have been swindled in this country. 
It cannot be doubted that England will 
furnish a good example by the energetic 
prosecution and prompt punishment of the 
perpetrators of these frauds. There is hope, 
indeed, that we may reach this point in the 
United States, since an ex-Senator and ex- 
Assistant Secretary of the Treasury, aud 
others who have been prominently-connected 
with the Government, have been convicted 
and will be punished for betrayal of trust. 
Perhaps the tarning-point has been passed, 
and that already such a change has occurred 
in public sentiment that the betrayal of pub- 
lic and private trusts may henceforth be 
dangerous practice for those who engage 

it. f 
Mrururr Al has been deposed from Ce | 
chief command of the Turkish army in Bul- 
garia, and Sureman Pasha appointed in his 
stead. It is evident that merit less than 
favoritism has ruled in this change. As be- 
tween Murr and Suteman there is little 
choice, neither having exhibited a high order 
of judgment or ability in the handling of 
large bodies of troops. It is known, however, 
that Sulza has been upheld by a power- 
ful influence in Constantinople, and this ac- 
counts for his promotion to the post which, 
with demonstrated capacity as the test, 
should have been assigned to OsMay 
Pasha, whose defense ef Plevna clearly 
entitles him to be regarded as the ablest of 
the Turkish commanders. SULEIMAN’S 
achievemenis, muce the close of his success- 
ful campaign against the Montenegrins, 
whom he overcame, but did not vanquish, 
by dint of his enormously superior force, 
have chiefly consisted in butting his head 
against a stone wall,—hurling his troops 
against the impregnable position of Gen. 
Rapetzxky in Shipka Pass, and getting them 
slaughtered by thousands for his pains.- He 
will be afforded an opportunity for the dis- 
play of his pecniiar talents in taking the of- 
fensive against the strengthened and concen- 
trated forces of the Czarowitch, from which 
Mesemer last week thought it prudent to 
retire to asafe distance. One effect of the 
new deal will probably be to stir up matters 
on the Kara Lom. 
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Certain ambitious lumbermen in the back- 
woods of Louisiana recently conceived a 
scheme by which, like the broom-vender who 
Stole his wares ready-made, they could make 
a big speculation. They set to work on the 
Government timber lands and chopped in- 
discriminately and persistently until the ag- 
gregate yield amounted to several millioas 
of feet. The timber was offered to a gener- 
ous public at a price considerable under the 
market rate. About this time a Government 
agent was seen to enter a.town hard 
by, carpet-bag in hand, and was dis- 
covered svon after taking notes in the 
particular locality where the illicit logs 
lay waiting for a chance purchaser. In 
the course of time the intrusive agent had, 
by a process with which he seemed to be 
exceedingly familiar, convinced the puta- 
tive possessors of the logs that the 
United States, of which Louisiana had 
come to be a component part, had 
rights in the premises which should com- 
mand the decent respect of allmen. There- 
upon the broad wing of the Government was 
spread about those logs, and the agent re- 
tired. It was now the lumbermen’s turn to 
move. This they did by procuring an order 
from court to sell the property in dispute at 
auction, the object being to secure posses- 
sion of the prize at a nominal sum. The 
veracious historian, however, records a far 
different outcome. The-sale took place, but 
the choppers discovered they were not to 
have it all their own way. The ubiquitous 
Government emissary turned up in time to 
take ahand in the bidding, and, distancing 
all competitors, was declared to be the law- 
ful purchaser. And now the lumbermen of 
that region know the market price of their 
local commodity, for they are acknowledging 
this fact by dealing in the regular way with 
the man who caught the eye of the auc- 
tioneer.

market can furnish. Under these conditions 
the Americans can command a good price 
for the entire crop, if they avoid onthe one 
hand an undue anxiety to rush it upon the 
market, and on the other all combinations to 
put up the price o an extortionate figure. 
The temporary decline in price has no further 
significance than to note that the Northwest 
has been sending wheat forward too rapidly, 
with the natural effect of increasing lake and 
ocean freights and depressing the price 
in Liverpool. It is not that more 
wheat is offered Great Britain than 
Great Britain needs, but only more 
than it wants nos. It is a matter which will 
correct itself. It is not unlikely that Chica- 
go receipts will show a falling-off alter a few 
days, and the result will be some increase in 


price. The situation is too favorable to this 


country to be abused either by combinations 
to glut the market for the time being or to 
enforce exorbitant prices by withholding 
proper supplies. The true policy is to fur- 
nish Europe with wheat as rapidly as Eu- 
rope demands it, but not more rapidly. Un- 
der that policy fair prices will rule to the 
end, for nothing can now happen (not even 
the close of the Turko-Russian war) which 
would cut off the European demand for 
American breadstuffs for this year.

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THE EXTRA SESSION OF CONGRESS. 
Congress will meet in extra session a week 


from next Monday. The call was made nec- 
essary by the partisan obstinacy of the last 
House ef Representatives in refusing to vote 
adequate supplies for maintaining several 
branches of the Government. No appropri- 
tions were made for the army, which bas not 
been paid since the ist of July. The De- 
partment of Justice has no money with 
which to defray the expenses of the United 
States Courts, and the niggardly policy of 
the last Congress has left a large deficiency 
in the navy supplies. That this policy was 
not in the interests of economy is uow evi- 
dent enough from the fact that the unusual 
expense of the extra session must be incurred 
to make good the deficiencies. It was sug- 
gested by partisan maliguity, and the pur- 
pose was to embarrass the new Adniinistra- 
tion; but the scheme did not succeed 
so well as was intended. It was supposed 
that the President would be constrained to 
call the extra session at a much earlier date ; 
this would have given both the implacables on 
the Republican side and the malcontents on 
the Democratic side an opportunity to harass 
and obstruct the Administration in its efforts 
in behalf of Southern reconciliation and 
Civil-Service reform. Time enough has 
elapsed, fortunately, to attest the -popular 
approval of both these Administration meas- 
ures; and, while this popular approval may 
not shut off the blatant extremists alto- 
gether, it will prevent them from making as 
much headway against the Administration as 
they had counted upon. 

A discussion in the Cabinet of the subjects 
to be embraced in the President’s message to 
the special session has led to the determina- 
tion to bring before Congress in this form 
only those matters which led to the call, and 
whose urgency bas since become apparent. 
If Congress should confine itself to the con- 
sideration of the subjects thus suggested, 
and léave for the regular session the discus- 
sion of general legislation, it could finish 
its business in a week or two, adjourn and 


save the country a large expendi- 
ture; but we fear that it will not 
be actuated by so patriotic a pur- 


pose. If such a course should be taken, 
the first business would be to consider and 
provide for the deficiencies which have 
necessitated the extra session. Aside from 
these, the message will call attention to the 
recent burning of a portion of the Interior 
Department, and urge an appropriation to 
repair the damage; it will also direct atten- 
tion to the insecurity of some of the other 
Department buildings, which will naturally 
suggest measures for rendering them fire- 
proof. Congress will likewise be asked to 
make an appropriation for the payment of 
claims approved by the Southern Claims 
Commission, which were neglected by the 
last Congress, and che message will contain a 
history of the Government's action during 
the late strikes and riots. 

It can hardly be hoped that a new Con- 
gress, containing a fair average of dema- 
gogues, will confine itself to the matters 
which provoked the call of an extra session, 
though that is obviously the rule that should 
govern it; but those who have the public 
interests at heart will at least endea vor to 
direct measures and debates in the line of 
those things that are most urgent. After 
disposing of the deficiency bills and the 
safety of the publie buildings, the measures 
which claim priority may be stated as fol- 
lows: (1) The suggestions for protection of 
inter-State commerce on the rail highways 
against violent interruption, which has 
been proved to arrest the progress of all 
business; (2) the repeal of the date fixed 
for resumption, which, so long as the 
country is confronted with the necessity of 
resuming in gold alone, acts as a heavy em- 
bargo on trade; (3) the remonetization of 
the silver dollar, along with provision for its 
free coinage in like manner with the gold 
dollar, which will be the first step towards 
practical resumption; (4) provision for the 
issue of a popular loan, or a savings-bond of 
small denomination, bearing 3.65 per cent 
interest, along with the consideration 
of a further means for intrusting the 
Government with the safekeeping of 
savings deposits; and (5) the sugges- 
tions for a revision of the tariff which shall 
at least lead to a reference of the subject in 
proper shape to the regular session, so that 
the facilities for exporting American products 
may be speedily increased by the encourage- 
ment of reciprocity of trade and the impor.

While these are the vital issues which the 

country feels the urgent necessity for 
promptly settling, each of them will find op- 
position from some demagogues retained 
in special interests or anxious to give prece- 
dence to mere matters of party concern. It 
is more likely that we shall be treated to 
nauseating doses of Conklingism. The ma- 
chine politicians will be ready with their 
anti-reconciliation and anti-Oivil- Service 
harangues. Ex-Gov. CaamBeRr.arn’s Fourth- 
of-July oration will be rehashed in a dozen 
forms, each more tedious than its predeces- 
sor. Bramm's scarecrow of Mexican war and 
annexation will be brought to the front. 
There will be long fights over the confirma- 
‘tion or rejection of officials on personal or 
political grounds. Hayes’ title will be re- 
argued, and the Louisiana Returning Board 
overhauled again. There will be new jere- 
miads over T DIx's defeat, and criminations 
and recriminations as to the responsibility 
for that gracious event. ‘The bulldozers and 
bloody-shirt politicians will fight their battles 
over, and the country will pay the bills to 
enable the demagogues to air their doubtful 
rhetoric. Worse even than this prospect, if 
possible, is the probability that the subsidy- 
beggars will put in an appearance to wage a 
preliminary battle and prepare for a bold at- 
tack at the regular session. They will desire 
to have their various schemes discussed in 
order to estimate their relative strength, and 
thus ascertain what combinations may be 
necessary to common success. It is not un- 
likely that the demagogues may so far pre- 
vail as to lead Congress up to the holiday va- 
cation without the accomplishment of any 
of the schemes of primary importance, but 
employ the time which belongs to the nation 
in the discussion of matters which can in no 
event result to the public advantage, but 
which threaten serious political and financial 
errors. If this shall be the ruling spirit of 
the new Congress, it will be merely a ques- 
tion as to which party will be damaged the 
most in the eyes of the public. The Repub- 
licans can only hope that the majority of the 
demagogues will be found on the Democratic 
side, and vice ver aa. 


ELEVENTH-HOUR sTRATEOT. 
The military capacity of the Turkish offi- 
cers has been frequently called in question 
during the present war, and there is certainly 
sufficient testimony to show that some, like 
Suteman Pasha, have wasted the lives of 


like Muxetrar Pasha, have recklessly dis- 
obeyed orders ; and that others, like Osman 
Pasha, who, if success is a criterion, is the 
best officer in the Turkish army, have shown 
an inability to improve or follow up a suc- 
cess. Incapacity, however, is not confined 
to the Turks. If they have failed to improve 
their opportunities, it has been offset by cor- 
responding failures on the Kussian side. The 
opening of the Russian campaign was un- 
usually brilliant. ‘They crossed the Danube, 
seized upon the strategic points of Nikopolis, 
Sistova, Tirnova, Gabrova, the Shipka Pass, 
and the strongholds of Eska-Sagra and Ke 
sanlik in Roumelia, and established their lins l 
in a systematic and soldierly manner, and 
there they rested. The whole world looked 
upon Gen. Gourko’s magnificent dash across 
the Balkans as the forerunner of a speedy 
occupation of Adrianople by the triumphant 
Russian armies, but the positions secured 
were not improved. The men were placed 
upon the board admirably, but they did not 
move. The same impotent result awaited 
their movements in Armenia. They opened 
their campaign brilliantly. They invested 
Kars, surrendered Batoum, captured Erivan 
and Bajazid, and their flying columns came 
within sight of the domes and minarets of 
Erzeroum. ‘Then there was a halt in the ad- 
vance. The strategic positions were se- 
cured, but they were not improved, and 
Mvuxutar Pasha pushed their thin and wide- 
ly-scattered columns back to their very 
frontier, which meanwhile was in a blaze of 
insurrection. Six months have elapsed, and 
they have not won a solid victory in Europe 
and Asia. ‘Their armies are on the line of 
the Danube in Europe and on the Circassian 
frontier in Asia, and there they were months 
ago. 

There are not wanting many indications 
that the Russians themselves begin to appre- 
ciate these failures, and that they are now 
seeking to inaugurate an active prosecution 
of the war. The Russian people themselves 
are beginning to doubt whether Grand 
Dukes are likely to be first-class military 
officers merely because they are Grand 
Dukes, and to suggest that it might be better 
for these Grand Dukes to have some ex- 
perienced and reliable advisers with them, 
as the German Crown Princes had in the 
Franco-German war. what avail is such 
a gallant hero as Skopeverr, the most brill- 
iant and dashing soldier since Murat, if he 
is to be left in the Plevna redoubts without 
reinforcements, owing to a slow-going Grand 
Duke? Of what use is that brilliant Balkan 
raider, Gen. Gourkxo, if he is to be left alone 
on the other side of the mountains in a hos- 
tile territory, while a whole Turkish army 
corps gathers around his few regiments of 
cavalry far away from their base? One of 
the most remarkable instances of this 
eleventh-hour strategy is to be found in 
the operations around the fatal redoubts 
of Plevna. The Russians first attacked 
itlast June. With astonishing rashness they 
assailed it from the open field, exposing 
their massed columns to the terrible fire of 
the Turks from behind almost impregnable 
walls. Over and over again the assault was 
made, until thé attacking army was nearly 
decimated and fell back, shattered and 
crushed, to the line of the Danube. Turkish 
incapacity gave them time to recuperate 
somewhat. Reinforcements were hurried 
forward from Russia to make good the 
thousands they had lost. Again the attempt 
has been made to take the fortress by assault, 
and thousands more have been slain. Tem- 
porary advantages gained by the heroism of 
such officers as Sxonklurr have been lost be- 
cause the titled officers of the royal house- 
hold have not improved them. In the first 
battle of Plevna, the Russians lost between 
8,000 and 10,000 men. In the second assault 
the Russians and Roumanians have al- 


ready lost twice as many, and 
the end is not yet. In this 
emergency, after four months of 


useless operations against Plevna. after sac- 
rificing nearly 30, 000 lives, it occurs to the 

d Duke to send for Gen. Top.EexsEn, the 
great engineer, so that he may explain why 
Grand Dukes cannot take Plevna, and he ex- 
plains it by tellingthem that Plevna can only 
be taken by regular siege operations. Mean- 
while, as if to accommodate Osman Pasha 
and enable him to stand a siege, the Grand 
Dukes have allowed reinforcements of over 
20,000 men, with large amounts of war ma- 
terialand with an immense wagon train of 
provisions, to enter Plevna! But why was not 
Gen. Top called before any assault was

made at ali? Failing in al thes Ges | 
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made? If he had been, the Ozar might have 
been spared the spectacle of thousands of 
his “children” falling victims to dueal reck- 
leckness from the sumptuous grand stand 
erected for him by the Grand Dukes. 

Better late than never, as the old adage 
says. With Gen. Toptznzw on the ground 
there is a probability that there will be fewer 
lives wasted hereafter in reckless assaults, 
and that engineering skill will figure in the 
reduction of the fortress. He is anold man, 
and how far he retains his consummate 
skill remains to be seen; butif he still has 
that knowledge and ability that in 1848 
quelled the Oircassians by his system of 
mountain forts, which in 1853 surrounded 
Sebastopol with defenses that defied the En- 
glish and French armies a year, and which 
Hosart Pasha is now afraid to attack, and 
which of late years has erected the formid- 
able defenses of Nikolaieff and Cronstadt, 
the doom of Plevna is sealed.

OBITUARY. 


THERESA TIETIJIENS. 

The great artist, Tuns Turnus, almost 
the last of the noble school of the old masters, 
Gakcia and CLEMENTI, whith gave to the world 
such singers as Pasta, PERSIANI, and GRISI, is 
dead, and one of the grandest volves in the 
world is silenced forever. With the details of 
her ailment the public is familiar. She was af- 
flicted with a cancerous tumor, that cruel and 
hopeless scourge of woman. Repeated opera- 
tions had been made by the most skillful sur- 
geonsin England, which were borne with heroic 
fortitude. As in all such cases, they raised 
hopes on the part of her friends that her life 
would be saved, but the horrible malady was too 
deeply implanted in her system to be eradicated 
by the surgeon’s knife. Hach operation afford- 
ed a temporary relief, but at each recurrence it 
raged with renewed severity, until death has 
kindly come to the relief of the poor suflerer. 

THERESA TIETJIENS was born at Hamburg, of 
Hungarian parentage, in 1834. Like most great 
artists, she displayed her talent at a very early 
age, and gave sucii promise, not only of vocal 
ability but also of dramatic power, that rare 
combination, that her parents placed her under 
the tuition of one of the best masters of the old 
school that had educated such great dramatic 
sopranos as Grisi and SCHROEDER-DEVRIENT. 
She made such rapid progress that in 1849 she 
first appeared in her native city in the role of 
Lucrezia Borgia. From Hamburg she went to 
Vienna and Frankfort, where she created a great 
sensation in the characters of Luerezia Borgia, 
Leonora (in Trovatore ), and Norma. After 
traveling some years on the Continent, she 
made ber debut at Her Majesty's Theatre, Lon- 
don, with such a remarkable success that the 
English public bas ever since claimed her as its 
own. The leading characters with which she has 
most closely identified herself are MEYERBEER’S 
Valentine, Bueruoven’s Fidelio, Donizerri’s 
Lucretia Borgia, Bavuini’s Norma, GLuckK’s 
Iphigenia, CuEeRuBONI’s Afelea, Mozart's 
Countess.in the Nozze di Figaro, and Ros- 
stni’s Serniramis. ‘The latter character in fact 
she made so completely her own that few artists 
have cared to undertake it. For the past twen- 
ty-five years she bas spent most of her time in 
London, where she was,popular not only for her 
artistic merits, but also for her noble dignity of 
character, and her beneficence and loveliness in 
private life. She has made occasional trips to 
the Continent, and a few years since filled a 
short engagement in this country with great 
success. . 

She possessed a noble soprano voice, full of 
passion, remarkable for its breadth, and always 
grand and imposing in ite delivery. As we have 
said, ber method had that largeness, diguity, 
majesty, and power which characterized the old 
singers, and which in those golden days was 
considered something better than vocal 
gymnastics or mere ear-tickling tune- 
fulness. Her dramatic ability was no less re- 
murkable than ner vocal. She occupied upon the 
lyric stage the same position that RachRlL oc- 
cupied and Rustori vow holds upon the dra- 
matic, aud ber personations of the most power- 
ful tragic creations deserve to rank with theirs. 
In ber private life she was universally beloved 
for ber noble character and dignified conduct, 
for ber entire freedom from the jealousy and 
cliarlatapry too oiten found in her profession, 
and for the acts of bepeficeuce and charity which 
she was constantly performing. In ber public 
life she devoted herself to her art and to char- 
ity ; in her private life, to her friends. 

Art has met with a great loss in the death of 
THERESA IIS. There are a few artists of 
her school left, like Paropi, Zoccui, and La 
GRANGE, but they have passed their prime. 
Perhaps there is but ove in the prime of ber 


powers who may fill Tretsusns’ place, and 
that is Frau MATERNA, the heroine 
of WaGnenr’s Trilogy.“ Her memo- 


ry, however, will remain as an example for 
future aspirants to lyric fame. The world will 
not let it dic. Shoais of singers expire and 
leave no sign. TreTrsizns will take her place 
in the immortal rank of Pasta, MALIBRAN, 
PERSIANI, SCHROEDER-DEVRIENT, and other 
great artists of that school. 
ARCHBISHOP BAYLEY. 

Jus RoszVvRLT BATLET, Archbishop of Bal- 
timore and Primate of the Roman Catholic 
Church in America, died yesterday morning at 
his home at Newark, N. J., aged 63 years. He 
was born in New York City, Aug. 23, 1814. His 
grandfather, Dr. RichanDb BATLET, was one of 
the most eminent American physicians of the 
last ceutury, Professor successively of Anatomy 
and Surgery in Columbia College, aud the first 
Health Officer of New York. The Doctor’s 
daughter, Mrs. SETON, was the founder of the 
Sisterhood of Charity in this country. The 
future prelate was educated at Washington 
(now Trinity) College, Hartford, where he was 
for a short time a tutor; studied theology with 
the Rev. Dr. Jarvis, of Middletown, took or- 
ders in the Protestant Episcopal Church, and 
successively served parishes in Harlem and 
in Hagerstown, Md. There he was receiyed into 
the Roman Catholic Church, prepared for the 
priesthood at St. Sulpice in Paris, and on March 
2, 1842, was ordained in New York by the late 
Archbishop (then Bishop) Huus. Appointed 
Professor of Belles-Lettres in St. John’s College, 
Fordham, he became President of that institu- 
tion iu 1845. The following year Archbishop 
HuGuks made him his private secretary,—a 
post which he held until 1853. On Oct. 30 of 
that year he was consecrated Bishop of Newark, 
N. J. For nineteen yesrs he ruled his diocese 
with an ability and success of which Seton Hall 
College and the mauy lesser institutions of 
Jearning, hospitals, convents, and churches 
called into existence by him are lasting monu- 
ments. On July 30, 1872, the Pope raised him 
to the Archbisnopric of Baltimore and the 
Primacy of the Church in the United States. 
Of late years his health has been very feebie, 
and quite recently the Pope gave him a coad- 
jutor—Bishop GisBons, who now succeeds him 
in the Archbishopric. Dr. BarLzr leaves a 
number of published works,—a “Sketch of the 
History of the Catholic Church on the Island of 
New York,” Memoirs of Samus. GaBriz. 
Brute, first Bishop of Vincennes,” and Pas- 
torals for the People.” A few years after his 
promotion to the Diocese of Baltimore be was 
seized by the disease of which be has just died. 
Last March he went to Europe to consult the 
physicians there. They found that his case was 
incurable, and intimated to him that if he 
wished to die at home he should return at once. 
He got back Aug. 20, apparently improved in 
health, but last Wednesday he had a relapse, 
and grew steadily worse until death ended his 
sufferings.

WASHINGTON. 


How Thieving Lumbermen Were 
Outwitted by the Gov- 
ernment. 


The Visiting Savages More Inclined 
to Accept the Inevitable. 


New York Custom-House Clerks to En- 
jey a Few Months’ Peace.

THE DEPARTMENTS. 
A JOKE ON THE LOG-STBALERS. 
Special Dispatch to The Chicago Tritrune. 

Wasutneros, D. C., Oct. 3.—The Govern- 
ment has met with considerable suc- 
cess in disposing of the timber seized in Louisi- 
aua and Minnesota havirg been cut on public 
lands. Offers have been received within the 
last day or two from lumbermen in Minnesota 
who propose to buy the logs now in the posses- 
sion of the Government, and to pay market 
rates for them. Some of these offers have been 
accepted, and others are under consideration. 
In Louisiana the lumbermen succeeded in get- 
ting an order from the Court directing that the 
logs. should be sold at public auction, 
and they then combined to bid only 
a nominal rate for them. The United 
States sent an agent, who bought 
the logs for the Government at extremely low 
rates, and now the lumbermen are purchasing 
them from the Government at market prices. 
Of course the first sale was subject to a decision 
by the courts whether the seizure of the logs 
was a valid one or not, but if the judgment 
should be against the Goyernment in the Louisi- 
ana cases the amount tobe turned into the 


court would be only that which was paid at the 


public sale, and the excess which the Goyern- 
ment subsequently received at the private sale 
would go into the Treasury.

BUILDINGS INVESTIGATED.

Wasuineton, D. C., Oct. 3.— The Commis- 
sion appointed by Secretary Schurz to investi- 
gate and report the condition of the building 
and walls of the Interior Department submit- 
ted areportin which they state that the wails 
areentirely safe.

Pressed by the Committee, however, I gave my 
suspicions. I ssid at the time such suspicions 
were not evidence, and, had Messrs. Cowles & 
Brega and Col. Ingalls contented themselves with

70. and, presently calling myself together, thanked 

I was rid of some knaves. 

But such a course did not suit these gentlemen, 
and, turning upon me, they heaped on my head 
the Vilest abuse possible.

That he was their paid agent when, as Acting 
Quartermaster-General, he violated the law in 
allowing these men, his clients, $30, 000. 

I havejthe proof, and hold myself prepared to 
produce the same. that Messre. Cowles 4 Brega, 
witn corrupt intent to influence Gen. Randolph B. 
Marcy, ¢ontracted with that officer of the Govern- 
ment to pay Gen. Marcy, Gen. McClellan's fatber- 
in-law, a percentage upon the contracts procured 
from the Government,—Gen. Marcy being Chair- 
man of the Committee that approved of “Cowles & 
Brega's process at Philadelphia. 

I have the proof that books were altered or de- 
stroyed for the purpose of concealing these fraud- 
ulent transactions, that witnesses were run away 
to Canada to escape appearance before the Com- 
mittee of Investigation; and that the testimony of 
Mesets. Breva, Cowles, and Ingalls isa tissue of 
falsehoods from beginning to end. 

All of which is respectfully submitted to the War 
Department and the Grand Jury for their judicial 
consideration.

Board of Equalization — Prevention 

Cruelty to Animals—A Libel Suit.

SPRINGFIELD, III., Oct. 3.—The annual meet- 
ing of the stockholders of the Hannibal Bridge 
Company was held at the Leland Hotel at 12 
o'clock. The old Directors were re-elected as 
follows: A. M. White, A. M. Boody, A. W. 
Lamb, C. M. Smith, and A. B. Bayless. The 
Directors then met and re-elected Alex M. 
White President and A. T. White Treasurer. 

The State Board of Equalization at the ses- 
sion to-day adopted the report of the Commit- 
tee on Kailroads, as sent in advance in these 
dispatches last night, and then adjourned until 
Ya. tm. to-morrow, when the forma! adjourn- 
ment takes place. The Board has, however, al- 
ready ciosed its labors, and most of the mem- 
bers leave for home to-night. 

The Agents for the Prevention of Cruelty to 
Animals. who were appcinted by Gov. Cullom 
in accordance with the State law passed last 
session, which went into effect July 1, have 
made their report for the quarter ending Sept. 
30. Agent Kaney, at the National Stock-Yards, 
East St. Louis, reports that he has not found it 
necéssary to make any arrests or institute pro- 
ceedings ior violation of the law, and that the 
officers of the Stock-Yards and dealers co-oper- 
ate in carrying out the spirit of the law, 
though, when it first went into effect, 
the law was viclatel by some men in 
the tying of the feet of sheep; calves, 
and hogs, in order to trans port them in wagons. 
But this practice, which cansed great agony to 
the unfortunate animals, has becn done away 
with, and, at the instance of the State Agent. 
rachs aud cribs have been procured. Agent 
McDonald, at the Union Stock-Yards, Chicago, 
reports that during the quarter he has caused 
twenty-five arresis for inhuman treatment of 
animals, nnd nineteen such defendants have 
been fined. Further arrests would have been 
justified, he adds, but the oflicers of the Humane 
Society at Chicago discourage arrests when 
remonstrance alone will snilice to induce 
more humane treatment of animals. 
The officers of the Stock-Yards are réported to 
be in hearty sympathy with the law, and to de- 
sire its enforcement. ~ 

The libel suit of William Andrews, a local 
Democratic ward politician of some note, vs. 
the Jilinois State Journal, to recover $5,000 dam- 
at es for its publication of him as a common and 
intolerable nuisance, has been on trial in the 
Circuit Court all day, and the jury is still out, 
apparently unable to agree. e defense seeks 
to justify the charge by establishing the char- 
acter of the complainant.

THE RAILROADS. 


KANSAS CITY VS. THE SOUTHWEST- 
ERN RATE ASSOCIATION. 

It is but a few days since that the Southwest- 
ern Railroad Rate Association was reorganized, 
and already it has a fight on hand more serious 
than any that has threatened its existence while 
working under the old plan. As has already 
been stat Tus TRIBUNE, the “Association 
now pools all its earnings, while under the old 
plan only a certain percentage was pooled. To 
carry out the late agreement it becomes neces- 
sary that the shipments from Missouri River 
points be divided proportionally among the va- 
rious lines belonging to the pool, and an agent 
has been appointed, with headquarters at Kan- 
sas City, to attend to this business. But this 
agent will be entirely powerless to act unless he 
is allowed to inspect the shipping-books of the 
elevators. To enable him to divide the bust 


ness equally and see to it that no one road can 
take advantage of the other, za demand was 


made by the Association on the cleva- 
tor men in Kansas City to furnish 
an exhibit of their shipping-books. This -re- 


quest has been refused by the elevators on the 
ground that it places in the possession of — 
pooling roads the amount of grain shipped, the 
price paid tor shipping, and the route over 
which shipped. The retusal, of course, substan- 
tiates the charges so often made during the past 
year that the rates were being cut by certain of 
the St. Louis roads, and that the elevators at 
Kansas City were aiding and abetting them in 
this business. The way this was done was that 
the elevators allowed the cars of certain roads 
to be loaded with from 25,000 to 30,000 pounds 
and issued bills of lading for 20,000 pounds, which 
makes a large rebate on such shipments and 
shows why so many Kansas City shippers pre- 
ferred to ship via St. Louis. Of course this 
kind of thing can be practiced under the new 
plan almost as weil as under the old one, and 
the —— safeguard against such practices is in 
compelling the eleyators at Missouri River 
points to make an exhibit of their shioping- 
books. The Southwestern Association acted 
promptly in the matter, and at once gave orders 
that uo more cars should be furnished to the 
elevators at Kansas City for grain shipments 
until they will allow the Secretary or agent of 
the Association access to their loading-out 
books containing record of their shipments 
since Sept. 1, 1877. 

Now, on account of this action by the Asso- 
ciation, the -elevator men, shippers, and the 
press of Kansas City are raising an unprecedent- 
ed hue and cry aud swear vengéeanee upon the 
roads belonging to the Association. The news- 
pers particularly are most venomous in their 
denunciations of the railroads. One of the Kan- 
sas City papers comments upon the difficulty as 
follows: 

The refusal of the elevators to expose the pri- 
vate accounts of the shippers as a means of en- 
forcing the high-rate rules of the pooling combina- 
tion was followed by the witndrawal of all the 
ireight-cars from the elevators and the stoppage of 
ali exportation of grain from Kaneas City till one 
side or the other yields. 

This 1 situation will seriously disturb 
business and produce a great many cases of indi- 
vidual embarrassment. It shows the readiness 
with which railroad companies will, to carry 
their point, resort to expedients as high-handed 
and as reprebensible as those ado by desperate 
and half-starved workingmen their strikes. 
The right of companies chartered as common 
carriers, with high monopoly privileges. to destroy 
all competition by combining in a pooling e- 


may well be doubted. It is certainly 
affords 


not. But when such a combination assumes and 
xercises 


and the rights of the 
wildest mob of stri ut 
forcing people to quit work. If there is no efficient 
legal remedy for a wrong like that, our ure 
should promptly devise one. 

In the meantime, it seems tous that ourgrain- 
firms are taking a stand in which they deserve and 
will have the cordial sympathy of the public and a 
certain triumph in the end. If they succeeded in 
getting lower rates of freight on grain than the 
railroad combination had fixed, they were simply 
doing their duty in protecting themselves and

binations, bat to break them up whenever they 
they did right in refusing a demand which 
the Rate Association had no right to make on them.

Another Kansas City paper says:

Now, under a threat to stop all 
shipments, they propose to make the shipper fur- 
nish the protection which honor fails to afford 
among themselves. We hope our elevators will 
meet this promptly, and if necessary indict every 
road for conspiracy. The Grand Jury of Jackson 

County is in session, and the roads are all under 
charters from Missouri. The matter has gone far 
enough, and when corporations propose policy as 
destructive asa public enemy they must be met 
as such. 

All of which goes to show that the South- 
western Railroad Rate Association is right, and 
that they have struck the sharks of Kansas City 
in a Vital spot.

SCARCITY OF CARS. 


is more cars.“ The freight business is so 
large now that notasingle road has enough 
cars to take care of all that offers. All the roads 
have issued ordersto load the cars to their 
utmost capacity, and most of them are 
adding new. oves to their rolling stock 
every day. The: Chicago, Burlington 
& Quincy Railroad has borrowed 
all the cars it could get, has added about 500 
new ones in the last few weeks, and is adding 
about ten more every day, yet it was short 
about 2,500 cars yesterday. Other Western 
roads are about similarly situated. But what is 
most noteworthy is that the roads leading East 
are also short ol cars, althongh not to the same 
extent as the Western roads. 
Central Railroad was short yesterday about 700 
cars. Never before has it occurred that the 
roads leading East from this city were short of 
cars before the close of navigation, and it indi- 
cates a still greater rush of business as soon as 
the navigation season is at an end. The roads 
were unprepared for such an unprecedented 
rush of business, though the splendid condition 
of the crops indicated that it would be heavv. 
During the last five or six years the 
construction of new cars has not 
kept pace with the increase of business. The 
Granger movements, scarcity of money, and 
other causes induced the railroads to stop mak- 
ing further expenses until they could see their 
way clear. This is the reason why they are now 
unprepared to take care of the immense busi- 
ness now coming forward. 


THE NEW PITTSBURG ROAD.

PittsBuRG, Pa., Oct. 3.—A new western out- 
let from this city is now assured. Ground was 
broken on the Pittsburg, Youngstown & Lake 
Erie Railroad this morning. Yesterday morp- 
ing Mr. B. J. McGrann, the contractor, arrived 
in the city from Lancaster with a large force of 
bridge-builders, foremen, engineers, and clerks, 
and his men were taken out on the afternoon 
trains and posted at Sewickley, Phillipsburg, 
Beaver County, and other points. Ten acres 
of carts, whecl-barrows, derricks, ropes, pulleys, 
drills, picks, wedges, sledges, etc., are 
now lying at Yardieyville, on the Delaware, 
and will de shifted to this point at 
once. Mr. MeGrann was also accompanied to 
this city by J. H. Coffrode, of the bridge-build- 
ing firm of Philadelphia. In the afternoon the 
contractor, Mr. Coffrode, Mr. Sayler, the en- 
gineer in charge of the survey of the new road, 
Sebastian Wimmer, chief engineer, and Mr. 
Auckenhile, hia assistant, left for Phillipsburg, 
where the iron bridge is to span the Ohio. It is 
stated that most of the grading will be done 
this fall. The discriminations of the Pennsyl- 
vania Company against Pittsburg are seriously 
felt in every department of business, and the 
prospect of a competing road and a fur show 
gives great satisfaction to our citizens.

INDIANAPOLIS, Ind., Oct. 3.—H. C. Stimson, 
of New York, representing the bondholders of 
the Indianapolis, Bloomington & Western 
Road, Gen. George B. Wright, Receiver, and C. 
W. Fairbanks, attorney, have submitted a plan 
to the several classes of bondholders, which, 
they think, will accomplish the end desired. It 
is what may be called ascaling scheme, by which 
all classes of bondholders will get a certain per 
cent for their bonds in proportion to the present 
value of the scale, varying in price from 30 up 
to 75 cents on the dollar. To raise money to 
buy these bonds it is proposed to issue $5,000,000 
new bonds and cancel all now existing.

CASUALTIES. 


TERRIFIC EXPLOSION. 
Special Dispatch to The Chicago Tribune. 
CoLuunus, O., Oet. 3.—One of the most serious 
boiler explosions on record took place at a small 
village called Studortown, about fifteen miles 
from this city, this morning, by which four per- 
sons were instantly killed and one or two seri- 
ously injured. A new portable saw for sawing 
logs was erected yesterday and tested, but only 
ran for a short time. This morning a full head 
of steam was got up, and work just commenced 
when the boiler exploded with a terrible and 
most deafening report, completely blowing tie 
mill from the face of the carth. The boiler ana 
machinery connected with it, weighin 
pounds, were hurled through the air for 500 feet. 
The property was owned by Miller & Son. Mr. 
Solomon Miller, the son, was blown across the 
road and through a fence. Portions of his body 
were found string along the rails, presenting a 
most horrible sight. Perry Ebersole was hurled 
through the air nearly 1,000 feet, and fragments 
of his limbs becoming separated were found 100 
feet from the other portions of the body. The 
third victim, named Sheder, was horribly man- 
gled, his bruised and blackened remains be- 
ing found on the opposite side of the 
road distorted and mangied almost beyond 
recognition. Mr. Miller, the father of the 
young man killed, had his arm broken, and was 
otherwise seriously injured. The primary cause 
of the explosion was no doubt letting the water 
in the boiler get too low, and then pumping in 
cold water. 


—— — 
POISONED MILK. 
CLEVELAND, O., Oct. 2.—One of the most 
curious cases that has come to notice since the 
prevalence of the cattle disease in this city is 
the poisoning, by drinking milk, of Alfred Cas- 
son and a boarder, named Charles Runnington, 
on St. Clair street. Sunday morning both gen- 


tlemen partook freely of milk which had been 
delivered as usual by the family’s regular milk- 


man, and were soon afierward acized 
with sudden pains in tbe stomach, 
followed by violent vomiting. The 


pains continued during the day, contining the 
victims to their beds, from which Mr. Running- 
ton has not arisen. One singular fact related 
by Mr. Casson is that, at the time he was taken 
sick, he noticed the family catracting strangely, 
and it soon became apparent that the animal 
was also affected. Quite a number of dead 
cattle are being reported daily, and it is thought 
now that the remarkably hot and dry weather— 
for this season of the vear—which now pre- 
vailing may have something to do with the 
cattle-plague existing here.

SPRUNG ALEAX. 

Lewes, Del., Oct. 3.— The Captain of the 
steamer Magnolia reports left Savannah Sept.

BUSINESS IX NEW YORK FOR THE PAST TWELVE

The New York Clearing House year ended on 
Saturday.

The exchanges for the year ending Sept. 30 will be 
about $20, 800, 000,000, an increase of more than 
5 per cent over the transactions of 1875-'76, not- 
withstanding a decline in the prices of many im- 
Indeed, the exchanges will 
slightly exceed those of the year 1873-'74, when 
the average of prices was fully 20 per cent higher 
than itis now. This indicates u considerable in- 


" erease in the quantities of products bought and 


sold, and the reduction in prices, though it in- 
volves more narrow margins of profit for dealers, 
confers a corresponding benefit upon consumers, 
and has enabled the try materially to extend 
ite foreign trade.

MANIPULATION @F MINING STOCKS. 

Tbe San Francisco Chronicle discloses to the vic- 
timized public that the late activity. in the Tusca- 
rore and Black Mountain stocks were fictitious, and 
that those who were ‘‘ enthused” by the apparent 
vigor of transactions and bought, have been swin- 
died. The plan of operations by which the ma- 
nipuiators of these newly-lifted stocks created a 
certain degree of enthusiasm was the same as has 
been made effectaa! whenever a similar class of 
mining stocks were being placed as a bait at which 

the public have been invited to nibble for years 
past. To cause the activity which so frequently 
misleads the public, a score or more of brokers 
are employed by the manipulators, and while each 
may be attending to a strictly commission business, 
the whole army probably executing orders for 
a single pool. Thirty or forty brokers wrangling 
over some newly- stock are very liable to en- 
thuse a credulous loeker-on. Those who read the 
published list and see that thousands of shares are 
being sold daily are also led into the toils. 
FUTURE OF THE GOLD MARKET. 

There are $50,000,000 of 5-20 bonds to be re- 
deemed by the Treasury before Nov. 3. These 
bonds are called to make room for the 4 per cents 
that have been subscribed for. It is calculated 
wat about $25,000,000 ot these called bonds wil!

A good deal of complaint is heard on “Change in 
regard to the manner in which the public reports 
from Liverpool have come in recently. Last Tues- 
day was a market day there, and although numer- 
ous private advices had been received to the effect 
that the market was heavy and quotations .ower, 
Beerbohm did not quote spring wheat, and the 
Board of Trade only obtained a quotation in re- 
sponse to a request from the Committee on Tele- 
graphing. Itcamein lower. Yesterday the im- 
ports of wheat into Great Britain were omitted 
from the report, and only furnished after another 
request to give them. They were large. Some 
people on the floor were suspicious enough to in- 
sinuate that the quotation was too low, and tne im- 
ports were too large, to suit certain interests, and 
asked if it be possible that there is collusion some- 
where. 

While some wheat operators and statisticians are 
troubling themselves with the question of bow 
much wheat Great Britain will need from the 
United States this crop year, others exhibit the 
keenest anxiety to know whether or not Great 
Britain can take what is forwarded this autumn 
without a serious break in prices. Quotations 
have declined on the other side of the Atlantic in 
the prospect of large arrivals, at the same time 
that nearly everybody in the trade talks as if we 
cau scarcely send enough. We certainly are not 
yet up tothe average of the understood require- 
ment. If Great Britain wants 100,000,000 bu 
in the year, she must take an average of nearly 
p 2,000, 000 bu per week td be satisfied, and ought to 
be able to take even more than that now, without 
flinching, to make amends for a diminished move- 
ment in the winter. 

It is conjectured by some that the wheat dealers 
have taken advantage of low freight rates to rush 
the wheat forward to the seaboard, and that the 
movement will soon slacken off, white much of the 
wheat will be held on the seaboard after the Octo- 
ber sales are filled, while New York prices may be 
expected to advance materially when the time 
draws nigh for shipping thither only by rail. The 
demand here is slackening already; but that does 
not necessarily prove that the wheat is not wanted. 
Buyers naturally object to paying a big premium 
for spot grain if there is any hope that by waiting 
awhile they will see the premium disappear. The 
fact that with advancing lake freighis and big re- 
ceipts, the price of cash lots should still rule near- 
ly 4c higher than October deliveries indicates that 
there is a good demand after all. 

Lake freights are advancing at last, and carriers 
have shippers at their command. How long this 
will continue depends apon circumstances that can 
only be seen dimly mow. Carriers have been 
ground between the apper and the nether millstone 
for two or three years past, and the revenge which 
the whirligig of time has brought round at last 
must be particularly sweet after so much waiting 
for it. 

The direct exports from Chicago during last 
week included 2,000 bris flour, 77,194 bu wheat, 
3,579 boxes meats, 8,987 cases canned meats, 850 
tes lard, 5. 003 packages butter and 2 and 
154 bris tallow. 

The leading produce markets were somewhat 
less active yesterday in the aggregate, and most 
of them ruled easier. Provisions tended down- 
ward, except for present delivery, owing to re- 
ported large receipts of hogs. Breadstuifs were 
easier, partiy, as it seemed, because the weather 
was better than expected, the storm-centre of the 
previous day having passed without much change 
in our atmospheric conditions during the principal 
session of the Board. They were also adversely

The dry-goods market was more active than on 
the two preceding days of the week, but in other 
respects the situation was unchanged.

A THRILLING SCENE. 

An accident occurred at the Water-Works Crib 
yesterday afternoon, at 2:30 o'clock, that present- 
ed a thrilling scene for a time, and, notwithstand- 
ing the gravity of the situation, was somewhat lu- 
dicrous.

The 
kal l mass of men and timber went down far 
enough to tap Joe on his head, and give him an 
intimation t something was wrong with the 
land lubbere overhead. Kirkham, tod, was re- 
minded of the danger, and both divers took in the 
situation at once. One of the masons who was 
unable to swim sank beneath the surface, 
to b hold of the leg of one 
that could cep afloat, and thus jeopard- 
ized the lives of both. d however, was 
equal to the occasion, and caught hold of the half- 
drowned man who wos 1 on tothe other 
with a death-iike tenacity, swimmer kicking 
and struggling vigorously to keep his head above 
water and save himself. The cool diver ** boost- 
ed" the former up, and Capt. Peter Falcon got 
hold of the swimmer, and, aided by Kirkham and 
others, succeeded in a him outof the water, 
the non-swimmer clinging to his limb like a vise, 
and remaining so for some moments after he was 
saved, and until he was told it was time to let go. 
The other two masons saved themselves from 
crowning. 

The ‘st was ré-erected and the work on the 
Wall continued.

THE CATTLE-PLAGUE. 


Another Meeting at Cleveland in Relation 
to the Malady. 

CLEVELAND, O., Oct. 1—Another cattle- 
plague meeting was held in this city Saturday, 
but the attendance was small, owing to the fact 
that the disease is on the wane. Mr. Jewett, 
President of the Committee appointed to in- 
vestigate the extent and causes of the disease, 
reported substantially thatja careful examina- 
tion into the cause of disease forced the Com- 
mittee into the unanimous @pinion that it is the 
Texas cattle-disease, To confirm the report he 
referred to certain localities, where all the 
Texas cattle are unloaded, and from whence 
they are taken to the different slauchter- 
houses and driven to different pastures, and in 
this way the disease is carried to native cattle. 
The laws of Indiana aud Kansas relating to 
measures for the prevention of the spread of 
the cattle-disease were read and followed by 
comments. These laws were read for the pur- 
pose of showing that other localities had found 
it necessary to enact measures of protection 
against the disease, and comments were made 
to sustain such action, and, if possible, have 
similar laws enacted in Ohio. Those laws, were 
passed by Indiana and Kansas to prevent the 
spread in these States of what is known as the 
Texas or Spanish fever among cattle, and com- 
prises certain restrictions which prevent dis- 
eased cattie from passing through that 
territory. It was insisted by Mr. Brown, of 
Parma, where the disease is most prevalent, that 
such laws were necessary in Ohio. A commu- 
nication from a number of leading cattle men 
in St. Louis was read, which indicated that ex- 
perience and investigation proved that Texas 
and Indian cattle are entirely free from the dis- 
ease called the Texas or Spanish fever. Native 
cattle from the Northern States, on being taken 
to Texas, are subject to the same kind of sick- 
ness that prevailsin the North. Texas cattle 
can be allowed among natives at any time dur- 
ing the cold months without any danger what- 
ever to the latter, and it is only in the extreme 
warm weather that this sickness appears; also, 
that this same or a similar sickness will be pro- 
duced by bringi natives in contact with 
any cattle brought from the extreme Southern 
climate, and is by no means confined to Texas 
or Indian cattle. This communication cioses by 
saying that all the precaution necessary is 
simply to keep the nagives so that they will 
not be allowed to come in direct contact with 
Texas cattle or with the ground or pasture 
over which they have been fed and driven. This 
communication was laid on the table by unani- 
mous consent. A lively discussion followed. 
The farmers are solid that Texan cattle are the 
cause of all the trouble. A resolution was 
passed to petition the Ohio Legislature to pass 
a law to provide for the appointment of an In- 
spector at Cleveland for all foreigu cattle 
brought to this market; also, to make it ob- 
ligatory upon the city authorities to see that 
such a regulation should be enforced. Ad- 
journed, subject to the call of the President.

THE CHARTER OAK. 
To the Editor of The Tribune, 

Cu1caco, Oct. 3.—It is to be regretted that 
the preseut management of the Charter Oak, 
in their recent circular, did not explain the 
effect upon policy-holders of the surrender of 
two-fifths of their reserve. Without imputing 
to the officers unworthy motives in their propo- 
sition, it will nevertheless be admitted that the 
plan suggested is to a certain extent the same 
which was adopted by the Security, and which 
constituted one of the serious charges of fraud 
against that Company. The entire matter is 
embraced in the following extract: 

After a thorough and careful examination of the 
matter in all its relations. we most confidently rec- 
ommend the plan herewith submitted, viz.: that 
each policy-holder consent to release to the Com- 
pany an amount equal to two-fifths of the reserve 
iability under the policy. The modifications in 
your present contract necessary to effect the fore- 
going release will be laid before you at the earliest 
moment, and will be of such character as will se- 
cure to the fdllest extent possidie all your rights 
and equities as policy- holders. 

— Until, the modifications” referred to are 
submitted, it would be unwise to condemn the 
plan even under the unfavorable aspect in 
which itappears. Inthe face of the Failures 
of the last two years the insured 
need not be informed that this generally un- 
known question of reserve is the most vital 
matter consistent with insurance. It is cer- 
tainly to be hoped that the Committee which 
were instructed to examine into the condition 
of the Company, when its embarrassment was 
announced, may realize the necessity for a full 
invesgigation into the proposition which has 
been made. The officers of the Company no 
doubt desire to restore its financial credit so 
as to enable it to resume business in any part 
of the country.“ but the policy-helders should 
also require that this credit be secured without 
too great a sacrifice of their * and equi- 
ties. .

THE CITIZENS’ MOVEMENT. 
PROPOSED COUNTY COMMISSIONER NOMINA- 
TIONS. 

Eleven of the members of the Committee 
of Thirteen, appointed at the Farwell Hall 
meting held Sept. 19 for the the purpose 
of nominating a non-partisan ticket for 
County Commissioners, met on Tuesday 
evening in the office of Mr. F. L. Chase, 
Room 30 Major Biock. Those present were 
V olney C. Turner, F. L. Chase, John Mattocks, 
R. 8 hloesser, W. H. Conden, Francis Lackner, 
J. McGregor Adams, John R. Bensley, 8. A. 
Kent, S. II. McCrea, and Elbridge Keith. Mr. 
McCrea acted as temporary Chairman, and Mr. 
Chase as Secretary. 
Immediately alter the appointment of this 
Committee, Lewis Rosenheim, Secretary of the 
American Workingmen’s organization, whose 
headquarters are at No. 157 Washington street, 
opened a correspondence with the Secretary. He 
set forth that in the interests of good govern- 
ment. etc., the party of whom he was spokes- 
man wished to co-operate with the Citizens’ 
Committee in preparing a ticket. After con- 
sultation it was decided to hold a conference, as 
proposed, and Mr. Rosenheim was notified to 
that effect. 
But, when the Citizens’ Committee came to 
talk with the self-appointed delegates of the 
labor organization,they found two or three little 
things which they didn’t like. It appeared 
that the Workingmen’s Committee had not anv 
special names fixed upon, and that what they 
wanted was for the other side to show their 
band. The visitors suggested that they would 
very much like to hear from the Committee, 
and that they would then go ahead. This didnot 
suit the views of the Committee, and finally 
a Democratic member suggested that, 
if delegates from any such body were received, 
the Revublican, Democratic, and Greenback or- 
ganizations might also 

CLAIM THE RIGHT TO CO-OPERATR. 
The Committee doubted if they seed the 
power to go so far, and therefore concluded to 
go it alone. The Workingmen’s Committee 
then withdrew, it being understood that they 
should wait an hour at their headquarters, and 
that if the Committee came to any conclusion 
they should be notified. 

The Citizens’ Committee then went to work. 
Messrs. Turner, Cuase, and Mattocks offered a 
number of names of North Side citizens, Mr. 
McCrea and others submitted the claims of sey- 
eral from the West Division, and Mr. Bensley 
spoke of the capabilities of several inhabitants 
of Hyde Park and vicinity. In all nearly sixty 
names were canvassed over, embracing men ot 
all shades of opinion, belief, and po- 
litical antecedents. The Democratic mem- 
bers said that they would be 
content with two representatives, and so far all 


ere | was acceptable. The diflicuity appeared to be, 


however, in selecting from among so many 
names as were proposed, apd as a consequence 
no decided result was arrived at. 

Among the names most strongly pressed by 
the North Side delegates were those of ex-Ald. 
Jacob Boser, who formetly represented the 
4 Ward, being elected in the spring of 
1876 for the short term; and William * Fure- 
man, Assessor of North Chicago. It seemed to 
be generally conceded that the Germans and 
Americans should divide the bonors on the 
North Side, and it was claimed that the geutle- 
men proposed would prove acceptable to those 
nationalities.

HOMEOPATHIC COLLEGE OPENING. 

Despite the raina large number of people 
assembled last night in the lecture-room of the 
Chicago Homeopathic College, corner of Micht- 
gan avenue and Van Buren street, to take part 
in the opening exercises of the coming year. 
The room presented a very bright and pleasing 
appearance, because of the improvements made 
during vacation, and because of the profuse 
and tasteful array of flowers and foliage. 

Prof. J. 8. Mitchell, President of the College, 
opened the exercises with remarks relative to 
the evenis of the past year, and referred 
particularly to the generous support and 
warm indorsement which the institution 
had already received from students and mem- 
bers of the medical profession throughout the 
State and country. He expressed the hope that, 
while all other interests in this city were ex- 
tending their. spheres of usefulness and enlarg- 
ing their working forces, it might never be said 
that the faculty of the Homeopathic College 
was alimited one. He rejoiced that the open- 
ing class was more than twice as large as that 
of last year. 

Prof. J. W. Streeter delivered the ee mee | 
address, which was listened to with mark 
attention and warmly commended by 
applause. He reviewed the course of a 
practitioner of medicine from his student- 
life, through the trying period of 
getting a start and earning a name and place 
for himself. He pictured graphically and dis- 
mally the hardships and adversities that were to 
be met, and the gratifying successes which were 
sure to follow a close application to art and 
science; the cares and vexations of a doctor's 
life and work. He also apotheosized, so to 
speak, the profession, and attributed the most 

hilanthropic motives to the true physician. 

‘he close of the address was devoted to sound 
advice to those about to commence the study of 
medicine. He admonished them to habits of 
industry, and said that while there was an 
alpha there was no omegato the science. He 
cautioned them in regard to the minor matters, 
—a cheerful and polite manner, good address, 
neat appearance, etc.,—which had much to do 
with a phpsician’s success. 

The Rey. Robert Collyer was invited to speak, 
and he dia so in his whole-souled, felicitous 
manner. He said that in one respect he was a 
poor friend of the physician, for be was about 
the “ weliest’’ man in Chicago. He had never 
in his life been sick abed one day, and he in- 
tended never to be. When he thought that his 
life-work was done, he wanted to lie right down 
and die without any physician near. e, how- 
ever, believed in the profession. When he felt 
a little unwell he went to a physician and got a 
prescription. Then he got the pow- 
ders, pills, or bottle of liquid preparation 
and went home. He put the medicine on 
the shelf and let it stay there. He 
got well, and knew that, though he had not 
taken the medicine, it was the prescription that 
bad done the work. Assuming the air of seri- 
ousness, he drew interesting lessons from the 
remarks of the preceding speaker, and dwelt 
quite at length upon the great importance of a 
physician’s cultivating habits of cheerfulness, 
and earrying with and in him a healthy, hearty 
sympathetic brightness of ‘countenance and 
buoyancy of spirit. Another leading thought 
in Mr. Collyer’s remarks was regarding stabil- 
ity of purpose. When one had determined to 
adopt a profession—and one could succeed in a 
calling for which he was not naturally qualified 
—he should stick to it, and make every thought 
and every act bend to the purpose and interests 
of that work. : 

Prof. Woodward, the father of one of the Pro- 
fessors of the college, followed in a few interest- 
ing remarks, and after Prof. Mitchell had an- 
nounced that the first lecture of the course 
would be given this morning at 9 o’clock the 
exercises closed.

THE RECEIVERS STILL PEGGING AWAY.

GEN. VAN BUREN, 
OUR CONSUL-GENERAL AT YOKOHAMA. 

Gen. Thomas B. Van Buren, Consul-General 
at Japan, left the Palmer House yesterday 
afternoon for New York and Washington. It is 
understood that the General has some griey- 
ances to relate, and also that he wishes to re- 
fute certain imputations cast upon him in his 
officiai capacity. A TRIBUNE reporter 
saw him previous to his departure. 
After the usual courtesies had been 
exchanged, Gen. Van Buren alluded 
to his troubles with United States Minister Jay 
in 1878 wheu he was one of the Commissioners 
to the Vienna Expusition from the United States. 
He said that no one could have got along with 
Minister Jay, “who was opposed to his ap- 
pointment from the first, and wanted to run the 
thing himself. He said that he never solicited 
the appointment, by which he was $26,000 out 
of pocket. In regard to the Consular troubles 
he said that theg were not his, but that he had 
been drawn Auto them on account of 
his friendship for Meyers, Consul-Gen- 
eral at Shangbai, China. The whole trouble 
originated through Vice-Consul Bradford, who 
probably was the instigator, and created a quar- 
rel between Minister William H. Seward and 
Meyers. When Seward was Consul-General he 
ran things with a high hand, so much so that 
the Chinese Consulate became almost inde- 
pendent of the Minister. When Meyers was ap- 
vinted he ordered Bradford’s removal, and 
Minister Seward ordered him to be reinstated. 
This Mr. Seward had no right to do, bat 
Meyers, rather than have a controversy with 
the United States Minister, obeyed. About 
nine months a man named Platt, 
now in the employ of the Chinese Government, 
but previous to that in the employ of the Pa- 
cific Mail Steamship Company on their line be- 
tween China and Japan, came to him, and Gen. 
Van Buren assisted him. Hetolda gentieman at 
Yokohama that he came there to give the Con- 
sul * Hail Columbia,“ or words somewhat more

About three months ago a letter from Yoko- 
hama appeared in the New York Times, in which 
it was stated that Gen. Van Buren bad been 
charged bythe naval officers stationed there 
with scandalous practices. This charge was 
false, and originated from a Paymaster in 
the mean tellow—whbo was in 
the depot at Nagasaki. His

He spoke ill of Vice-Consul gham’s wife, 
who is stationed at Nagasaki, and when he de- 
manded a retraction from the Paymaster, the 
latter was unable to give it, and allowed himself 
to be whipped within an inch of his life by the 
irate Consul. The Paymaster appealed to the 
Admiral, but that gentleman told him it was a 
personal matter of which he could take no 
cognizance. This was all Gen. Van Buren had

HEATH TO THE I. N. d. 

Mayor Heath was rather indignant yesterday 
morning when he read in the Times an editorial 
accusing him of being one of a party that had 
for its aim the disbandment of our two local 
regiments. That he is no party to any such 
scheme, and that there is no such party in exist- 
ence, is as palpable as is the fact that the Times“ 
editorial page has been leased out by the 
column to some vindictive spirit who 
seeks only his own aggrandizement by 
weaning over to his side the mem- 
bers of both regiments. It may be political 
capital that is sought and it may not. This 
Mayor Heath says, and he goes still further 
when, in an interview with a TRisUNE reporter 
last evening, he said. Their claims are illegal, 
and never shall be paid. There is no law to 
compe] me to attach my name to an illegal in- 
strument.“ The reporter pressed him for a 
further explanation of bis position, and it was 
given concisely, and nearly as follows: 

I am heartily in favor of one, two, or a half- 
dozen regiments in the city,—as many 
as can be supported. They are use- 
ful organizations. It is only the other 


day that an organization beseeched me to lend
